Crecelius Will 
Provides Trust for 
Income of Brother 


The will of the late Loren I). 
Crecelius, who left an estate that 
may amount to $400,000 or $500,000, 
has been admitted ro probate in 
Saline county court 
The will of the Harrisburg busi­ 


ness man and Armour Co repre­ 
sentative who died two weeks ago, 
was filed for probate by Atty. Don 
Scott and Atty L. M Hancock, who 
are handling the legal matters per­ 
taining to the closing of the estate. 
Executor of the estate is Raymond 
Crecelius Jr., a nephew living at 
Villa Ridge. 
The will provides that after ex­ 
penses are paid the entire estate 
will be put into trust, the income 
derived from it to go to his broth­ 
er Ray Crecelius of Olmsted, dur­ 
ing the brother’s lifetime 
After his death, it provides, for 
21 years thereafter 
the income 
from the estate will go to his niece 
and nephew, Norma Lee Osborne 
of Villa Ridge and Raymond Cre­ 
celius Jr 
At the end of the 21 
year period the estate is to be dis­ 
tributed to his heirs 
A trust company is to be trustee 
of the estate. 
Bulk of the estate, it was learn­ 
ed. is in corporate .stocks 
The will under which the estate 
will be handled was prepared for 
Mr 
Crecelius by Atty. Scott in 
1947. 


Scientists Say 
Gamma Globulin 
No Proven Cure 


WASHINGTON IP -A committee 
of scientists reported Monday that 
gamma globulin - the “ miracle” 
polio serum 
has not yet been 
proven a cure or preventative of 
the disease 


I he committee said in a report 
that the government has not yet 
had time to test the serum aile 
quately so that a (rue evaluation 
of its worth can be made in the 
fighl against infantile paralysis. 


'H ic group was appointed by the 
Public Health Service to evaluate 
the data collected so far from 
cities where gamma globulin has 
been widely used. 
The committee reported that pre 
Ii rn i nary data indicated that the 
scrum had not “ measurably” r<* 
duced the number of polio elses 
in households where members had 
been inoculated after one of them 
had been seized by the dread dis 
ease 
The scientists also reported that 
the scrum ha-, shown “ no measur­ 
able affect” at cutting the “ sever 
tty 
of paralysis on persons to 
whom it was given after they had 
been .stricken 
However. Basil O’Connor, presi 
dent of the National Foundation 
for Infantile Paralysis, said in New 
York the committee’s report in 
“ no way” questioned the value of 
gamma globulin as a temporary 
preventative when it was inoculat­ 
ed into children on a mass basis.
